E your Majeſties moſt Dutiful and Loyal Subjects, the Go- 
vernor, Council and Aſſembly of Jamaica, do with all ima- 


ginable Senſe of Gratitude, preſume to approach your Ma- 
jeſties Royal Throne, the aſſured Refuge of all who are diſtreſſed; 
moſt humbly to acknowledge your Majeſties great Compaſſion and 
tender Regard to us, in the Relief you have been pleas d to give us 
for the Time to come, from thoſe Duties on the American Act of Par- 
liament, which were ſo inſupportable to us; we ſee Madam, and are 
convinc'd, that the happineſs and proſperity of Your Subjects, is Your 
Ma jeſties continual Care and Delight; and we are thereby imboldned 
to make this our further Addreſs, moſt humbly to beſcech Your Ma- 
jeſty to extend Your Bountiful Compaſſion likewiſe to many poor 
Families, and a great number of Sea-faring Men belonging to this 
Your Ifland, who have been Captors and Owners of ſeveral Prizes, 
long fince taken, and who are become liable to the payment of thoſe 
Duties upon Bonds already entered into; and which, if Your Majeſty 
is not Graciouſly pleas'd to remit to them, muſt not only be their ine- 
vitable Undoing, but will prove a great Dyſcouragement to the ſet- 
tlement of this Your Colony, 

And in Regard that ſeveral of the Agents for Prizes, to counter- 
ſecure themſelves againſt tlie Bonds they had entered into, have kept 
in their Hands, out of ſuch Prizes as they were concerned for, as 
much if not more, than the Real Debts amounted to; which Agents, 
if-Your Majeſty ſhou'd be graciouſly pleas'd to remit the ſaid Bonds, 
would take che entire Benefit to themſelves, of the Shares of ſuch 
Owners and Captors, as ſhall never come to demand the ſame. 

We therefore humbly beg leave, further ro addreſs Your Majeſty, 
That' ſuch Agents may be Qbliged to Account, in ſuch manner as Your 
Majefty ſhall*think fitting, for what was ſo depofited or detained in 
their Hands, which will be a great Encouragement to Sea-taring Men to 
return to this Iſland, and partake of Your Royal Favour: And that the 

its and Shares of ſuch as ſhall not return by a Time to be pretix*d by 


ur Majeſty and Your Parliament, may be ſecured for, and we humbly 


hope; applyed to the Government of this Your Iſland, which, at pre- 
(he, many parts thereof labours under many great and real Wants. 

We are deeply ſenſible, (Madam) that as this Your Majeſties Ifland has 
ſuffered many dreadful and amazing Calamities, and very great Diſa- 
pointments in its Settling, ſo it's owing to Your Majeſties Piety and 
Princely Care, that we have been hitherto ſupported and protected un- 
der them.
